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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims currently presented are broader than 
the previously presented claims and Endo is stil considered sufficient for the previous set of claims. The newly presented claims can be 
rejected by a user merely seperating a document into columns or pages; which was not addressed in the previous rejection because the 
automatic and dynamic feature made it appear that the feature was performed by a non-human. Endo is considered to provide for those 
type of features, as previously indicated. Furthermore, less is required to read over the newly amended set of claims, as indicated above. 
Therefore, the previous rejection is maintained and the applicant should note that many of the features discussed in the remarks refer to 
features not set forth in the claims (for example, dividing the document into words or letters). 
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
